Peter and 
Christ in the 21»t chapter of St.

Ely in his Sunday afternoon ser­ 
mon at Flohr's Lutheran church. 
"Three 
times 
did 
Jesus 
ask 
Peter if he loved 
him and three 
times did he command him to do 
something,” continued the speak­ 
er.

This 
one applies to the 
children of 
the world. 
The 
position of chil­ 
dren in 
civilization 
has 
always 
been a precarious one. 
In 
more

wanted. 
However, Jesus changed 
all this when he called all the little 
i children unto himself.

teaching that the church has fail­

the church to the child should be 
as close as the

Thus, by teaching children about

tions and problems 
that demand 
thinking on the part of everyone. 
"Lastly, Peter was told to 'feed 
my sheep’. 
Here Christ was con­ 
cerned 
with 
older 
people 
and 
hence commanded feed for sheep 
and not for lambs as before. 
The 
best way for one to develop in the 
faith is to form a good personal­ 
ity. 
Personality means all the 
good gualities and traits that can 
he acquired through following the 
will 
of 
God.
